SUBJ: CYPRUS IN SECURITY COUNCIL 

1. AT OPENING OF INDIVIDUAL CONSULTATIONS WITH US 
MALIK CRITICIZED GENEVA AGREEMENT ON CYPRUS, ESPECIALLY 
CITING THE NEED FOR THE LEGITIMATE GOVERNMENT OF CYPRUS 
TO PARTICIPATE IN NEGOTIATIONS ON THE FUTURE OF THE ISLAND. 

2. AFTER I SAID THAT OUR CURRENT BUSINESS WAS TO GET 
THE CEASEFIRE IMPLEMENTED, MALIK DROPPED THE SUBJECT 

AND PROPOSED FOLLOWING AMENDED LANGUAGE FOR OP PARA OF RES 
WHICH HE VETOED LAST NIGHT: QUOTE: REQUESTS THE SYG TO TAKE 
APPROPRIATE ACTION IN THE LIGHT OF HIS STATEMENT AND 
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URGENTLY TO PRESENT A FULL REPORT TO THE COUNCIL, TAKING 
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INTO ACCOUNT THAT THE CEASEFIRE WILL BE THE FIRST STEP 
IN THE FULL IMPLEMENTATION OF SECURITY COUNCIL 
RESOLUTION 353 (1974). END QUOTE. I POINTED OUT THAT 
COUNCIL HAD BEEN URGENTLY SEIZED OF THIS PROBLEM FOR THE 
LAST TEN DAYS, IN HIS ABSENCE, AND THAT IT WAS GRATUITOUS 
TO PUT IN ' URGENTLY ', ESPECIALLY SINCE PARA REQUESTS 
THE SYG "TO TAKE APPROPRIATE ACTION". MALIK ARGUED FOR 
"URGENTLY" IN DESULTORY FASHION AND WE AGREED COUNCIL WOULD 
MEET AT 3:30 PM PENDING HIS OTHER CONSULTATIONS. 

3. UPON LEAVING CONSULTATIONS I TALKED WITH UK PERMREP 
RICHARD WHO WAS TO GO IN NEXT AND TOLD HIM WHAT HAD TRANS- 
PIRED. HE ALSO OPPOSED INCLUSION OF "URGENTLY." BRITISH 
LATER SAID MALIK DID NOT EVEN RAISE QUESTION OF 
PARTICIPATION OF LEGITIMATE GOVERNMENT OF CYPRUS IN 
GENEVA TALKS, OR WORD "URGENTLY". 

4. WE ALSO BRIEFED FRENCH WHO SUPPORTED OUR POSITION AND 
SUGGESTED THEY TRY TO PERSUADE MALIK TO VOTE ON RES FIRST 
WITH SPEECHES TO FOLLOW. DURING THIS PERIOD SOVIET USYG 
SHEVCHENKO CAME OUT OF SC PRES'S OFFICE AND SAID THAT 

MALIK WAS AGREEABLE TO DELETING "URGENTLY" AND WOULD ABSTAIN 
ON RES. 

5. WE BRIEFED TURKS (FOR BENEFIT OF THEIR MOSLEM FRIENDS 
ON COUNCIL), AUSTRALIANS, AUSTRIANS, COSTA RICANS. AND 
PERUVIANS ON SITUATION, WARNING THEM THAT MALIK MIGHT WELL 
TRY TO RE-INSERT "URGENTLY" AND THEN TELL PERMS THAT 
NON-PERMS HAD INSISTED ON ITS INCLUSION. BRITISH TALKED 

TO KENYANS AND WERE PLANNING TO TALK TO OTHES. WE ARE 
NOW AWAITING RESULTS OF NON-PERM CONSULTATIONS. 

6. FULL TEXT OF DRAFT RES FOLLOWS: 

QUOTE: THE SECURITY COUNCIL, 

RECALLING ITS RESOLUTIONS 186 (1964) OF 4 MARCH 1964, 

353 (1974) OF 20 JULY 1974 AND 354 (1974) OF 23 JULY 1974. 

NOTING THAT ALL STATES HAVE DECLARED THEIR RESPECT FOR 
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THE SOVEREIGNTY, INDEPENDENCE AND TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY 
OF CYPRUS, 

TAKING NOTE OF THE SECRETARY-GENERAL'S STATEMENT MADE AT 
THE 1788TH MEETING OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL, 

REQUESTS THE SECRETARY-GENERAL TO TAKE APPROPRIATE ACTION 
IN THE LIGHT OF HIS STATEMENT AND TO PRESENT A FULL REPORT 
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TO THE COUNCIL, TAKING INTO ACCOUNT THAT THE CEASEFIRE 
WILL BE THE FIRST STEP IN THE FULL IMPLEMENTATION OF 
THE SECURITY COUNCIL RESOLUTION 353 (1974).
